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CIVIC CENTRE ART GALLERY 
TO HAVE CHILDREN'S WING 


As their Centennial Project, the 
Junior League of Edmonton will finance 
a Children’s Wing in the proposed new 
Civic Centre Art Gallery. At a recent 
meeting, the members of the Junior 
League voted to provide the sum of 
$50,000.00 to establish a Children’s Gal¬ 
lery to be completed by 1967. This an¬ 
nouncement was jointly made by Mrs. 
H. S. Ragan, President of the Junior 
League of Edmonton, and Mr. M. G. 
Hurtig, President of the Art Gallery. 
The Junior League will work directly 
in conjunction with the Art Gallery in 
planning the expansion of art education 
activities for children in the new 
Gallery. 

The function of the Children’s Gal¬ 


lery will be to set up teaching exhibits 
on themes specifically designed to ap¬ 
peal to children. These exhibits could 
include permanent and travelling ex¬ 
hibitions as well as film programs de¬ 
monstrating such arts as sculpture and 
pottery. A further possibility would be 
the use of three-dimensional models de¬ 
picting the evolution of architecture and 
anthropology through the ages. Plan¬ 
ning, organizing, and displaying of these 
shows could very well be part of the 
League’s volunteer opportunities. It is 
hoped that the Children’s Art Gallery 
will elaborate on the technical and prac¬ 
tical instruction given in schools and 
will thereby give the children a much 
broader appreciation of art.

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This picture shows the marker at 
Mile ZERO on the great Mackenzie 
Highway leading north to the Northwest 
Territories. The Highway which had 
been a dirt grade reached as far as Hay 
River. About 8 years ago a building 
and gravelling program began. The 
Highway was extended 627 miles to Yel¬ 
lowknife. Mile ZERO can be located on 
the northern outskirts of the town of 
GRIMSHAW. 

Grimshaw is an active northern Al¬ 
berta town situated at Mile ZERO on the 
Mackenzie Highway, which leads to the 
Northwest Territories. Grimshaw is a 
growing community with a population 
of nearly 1,515 people. Recreation in 
Grimshaw under public sponsorship is 
not new. It has had its ups and downs 
and for a few years, was not functional. 
In April of 1963, the Town Council 
passed a by-law, this time setting up a 
seven member Recreation Board. This 
Board is presently busy working out the 
many details required in order to make 
sound recommendations. One of the 
first things attempted was the monthly 
“Recreation Calendar”. This has been 
well used and a great help when co¬ 
ordinating programs. 

Members of the Grimshaw Recreation 
Board are: Mr. H. Brauer, Mr. M. Ander¬ 
son, Mr. R. Forsyth, Mr. L. Chambers, 
Mr. C. Ellis, Mrs. S. Harry and Mrs. B.

In the spring, the ball field became 
the centre of attention.

Baseball was one of our main projects. 
Three teams were organized under the 
sponsorship of the Canadian Legion (14 
years and under boys). The teams 
played in a League with the town of 
Peace River. They were coached by 
Mickey Boston, Buck McFadden, and 
Nick Nickerson. A 12 and under team 
was sponsored also by the Knights of 
Columbus. Mr. Becher was in charge 
of these fellows. 

A girl’s team of softball was also or¬ 
ganized. The coach for the girls was 
Mrs. Jean Gentry. Although there were 
no young girls’ softball teams in the dis¬ 
trict, pick-up teams from the Legion 
Ladies provided some real community 
recreation for everyone. 

ATTEND SWIMMING CLASS 

More than 100 youngsters travelled 
regularly to the town of Peace River for 
swimming lessons during July and Au 
gust. It was a vast undertaking arrang 
ing transportation for the 20 mile trip 
to the pool. Additional problems were 
encountered due to an ambitious street 
paving program in Grimshaw and a very 
wet summer. 

The swim program, however, was suc¬ 
cessful and enthusiasm for a pool of oui 
own is running high. An investigation 
into a “Learner Pool” is to be made 
with the assistance of the Northern 
Area Recreation Consultant.

A small triangular piece of property 
at the south end of Main Street was set 
aside for a park at the request of the 
Board. The town constructed a concrete 
retaining wall and filled it with dirt. 
We had planned to seed this to lawn 
grass and plant some trees but were 
thwarted by the wet weather, and com¬ 
pletion will have to wait until next year. 


Close to the Town of Grimshaw is the 
beautiful Lac Cardinal. The Provincial 
Parks Department have developed a 
park here. An attempt was made to en¬ 
courage the building of a swimming pool 
and golf course at the lake, however, an 
agreement failed to reach maturity with 
the Parks Commission. A lot of interest 
was generated in Grimshaw involving 
many community organizations. The 
Park is well used by people from here.

A commercial league may 
now be in the making involving Manning 
and other smaller towns in the area.

With the minor program ; t won’t 
be long before Grimshaw will field a 
top flight Senior Hockey Club which can 
compete in any league.

LIBRARY 

The Town of Grimshaw has had a 
good community library since 1953, sup¬ 
ported and operated by the local branch 
of the Women’s Institute. However, the 
original premises became too crowded, 
and on November 18, 1961, Mayor Ken¬ 
nedy presented the key to a fine new 
building to the Chairman of the Li¬ 
brary Board. 

PLANS 

Mr. H. Brauer, an employee of Grim¬ 
shaw Trucking, and a well trained in¬ 
structor of gymnastics, will conduct a 
class this winter in Grimshaw. The re¬ 
sponse to the program has been so over¬ 
whelming that assistance will have to 
be arranged. We, the Recreation Board, 
are encourage by this, in an effort to 
broaden the Recreation opportunities 
here. 

Determining needs for programs will 
see the conducting of a recreation sur¬ 
vey. The survey is proposed for late 
this fall in hopes that leadership, facili¬ 
ties, and peoples’ needs may be consid¬ 
ered when planning. The Northern 
Area Recreation Office has already been 
contacted for suggestions and assistance 
in this undertaking.
